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About the Lion Sermon 


Sir John Gayer was born in Plymouth towards the end of the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth I. He became a merchant of some standing in 
the City of London, where he lived in the parish of St. Katharine 
Cree. He was admitted to the Worshipful Company of 
Fishmongers, and in 1635 became a Sheriff and then an Alderman. 


In 1643, as a member of the Levant Company, he journeyed to 
Arabia on a trading mission. Here, on the 16" October, he became 
separated from his companions and, as dusk fell, became aware 
that a lion circled him. Yet, the lion did not attack. In the morning 
his companions found him sleeping peacefully with the lion’s 
footprints all around him—a contemporary Daniel, saved from the 
lion by the protection of God. 


On his return to London, Sir John, in gratitude for his deliverance 
by God, made generous gifts for the benefit of the poor. By his will 
(1649), he established the annual commemorative sermon, the 
“Lion Sermon”, to be preached on or around the 16" October each 
year at St. Katharine Cree. The bequest provided for the expenses 
of the sermon, and an amount to be distributed “amongst the poor 
of the parish on the same day”. 


Aside from his overseas adventures, in 1647 Sir John became Lord 
Mayor, but, resisting Parliamentarian pressure — who by then were 
powerful in London — and as a supporter of Charles I, he was 
committed to the Tower of London. During his time of 
imprisonment he maintained his stand against the Cromwellian 
encroachments on the City of London’s liberties and eventually by 
popular acclaim he was released in 1648, shortly before his death.

The First Lesson 


The congregation sits as Daniel 6:10 — 23 is read by a representative of the 
Aldgate Ward Club 


Now when Daniel knew that the writing was signed, he went into his 
house; and his windows being open in his chamber toward Jerusalem, 
he kneeled upon his knees three times a day, and prayed, and gave 
thanks before his God, as he did aforetime. Then these men assembled, 
and found Daniel praying and making supplication before his God. 
Then they came near, and spake before the king concerning the king's 
decree: “Hast thou not signed a decree, that every man that shall ask a 
petition of any God or man within thirty days, save of thee, O king, 
shall be cast into the den of lions?” The king answered and said “The 
thing is true, according to the law of the Medes and Persians, which 
altereth not.” Then answered they and said before the king “That 
Daniel, which is of the children of the captivity of Judah, regardeth not 
thee, O king, nor the decree that thou hast signed, but maketh his 
petition three times a day.” 


Then the king, when he heard these words, was sore displeased with 
himself, and set his heart on Daniel to deliver him: and he laboured till 
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the going down of the sun to deliver him. Then these men assembled 
unto the king, and said unto the king “Know, O king, that the law of 
the Medes and Persians is, ‘That no decree nor statute which the king 
establisheth may be changed.’ ” Then the king commanded, and they 
brought Daniel, and cast him into the den of lions. Now the king spake 
and said unto Daniel “Thy God whom thou servest continually, he will 
deliver thee.” 


And a stone was brought, and laid upon the mouth of the den; and the 
king sealed it with his own signet, and with the signet of his lords; that 
the purpose might not be changed concerning Daniel. Then the king 
went to his palace, and passed the night fasting: neither were 
instruments of musick brought before him: and his sleep went from 
him. Then the king arose very early in the morning, and went in haste 
unto the den of lions. And when he came to the den, he cried with a 
lamentable voice unto Daniel: and the king spake and said to Daniel 
“QO Daniel, servant of the living God, is thy God, whom thou servest 
continually, able to deliver thee from the lions?” Then said Daniel unto 
the king “O king, live for ever. My God hath sent his angel, and hath 
shut the lions' mouths, that they have not hurt me: forasmuch as before 
him innocency was found in me; and also before thee, O king, have I 
done no hurt.” 


Then was the king exceedingly glad for him, and commanded that they 
should take Daniel up out of the den. So Daniel was taken up out of 
the den, and no manner of hurt was found upon him, because he 
believed in his God.

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The Guild Church of St Katharine Cree 


The church of St Katharine Cree dates to the 13th century and the current 
building was completed in 1633. After the Great Fire, the church survived 
and was used for serving food to workers as the City was rebuilt. 


Originally a parish, in 1952 it was designated as a ‘Guild Church’ which 
meant it was again given a particular task of serving and building community 
among workers in the City of London. Today our community is centred on 
those in keyworker occupations often hidden’ in the City.
